NEW YORK. Nov. 4.— With 
the 
close of the campaign tonight old 
time politicians were today discuss­ 
ing the windup with feelings almost 
akin to a week and wondering what 
wa? yet to come. Never in the his­ 
tory of the United States has fate 
seemed to play such a part as it has 
in the contest now ending. Attempt­ 
ed assassination and death have in­ 
terfered with plans of the leaders.

G 
OING the rounds in the halls of Con­ 
gress there is a document that calls 
for SIO,OOO with which “to aet guide 
posts, under proper survey, In the most 
treacherous and almost waterless portions 
of the great American desert. 


T hat money is wanted by all the peo­ 
ple in the W est, by miner and desert 
traveller, and Lou W estcott Beck in par 
ti euler. 
For many years Mr. Beck, ac­ 
companied by his faithful dog Rufus, has 
made extensive trips to the great desert, 
paying particular attention to D eath Val 
ley. where repose hundreds of bones, sou­ 
venirs of the pioneers who lost their lives 
in trying to blaze the trail to California. 
Hj« self-imposed and annual duty is mere­ 
ly to set up aa many guide posts as pos- 


Nevada, Arizona and California the two 
ara heroes without flaw. 
The man and 
his dog are called the “Angels of the 
Desert,** and well named they are.

his trip last year his last rescue was dra­ 
matic in the extreme.

those, known as aide winders, abounding. 
They are from twelve to twenty-two 
inches long, birt are as deadly as the 
Gila monster, another terror of the desert. 
Beck, if bitten by them, injects red prus- 
siate of potassium into the wound, after 
tilling a pocket of flesh near the wrouud 
with powder, and exploding it 
There are wild camels now in the Amer­ 
ican desert, said to have found their
